1 . The following advisory action is in response to the request for reconsideration received 
04/28/2006. These remarks will be entered and are addressed below. 

2. Applicant's arguments with regards to Carpenter et al (U.S. 2003/0229638) have been 
fully considered, but they are not persuasive. In the remarks, applicant argues that Carpenter et 
al. does not teach or suggest matching data to one of a plurality of employment market categories 
or location information being a category. 

In response to this argument, Examiner respectfully disagrees. A category is a collection 
of things sharing a common attribute. Carpenter et al. specifically discloses processing and 
indexing documents, such as by location information (city, state, and zip code). States and zip 
codes are by there nature categories, as they are a collection of things that share the common 
attribute of geographic location. Therefore, the documents are placed into divisions of the 
database by city, state, zip code, etc. in order to become searchable. See paragraphs 0042-3. See 
also paragraphs 0044-5 and 0049-50 for context. Therefore, the data accessed is matched to a 
"plurality of employment market categories", such as being matched to the location information.
